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New Demands 


Made To Head 


Off Hot War 


World Disarmament 
Conference Urged

WASHINGTON—(ZP)—Demands 
piled up today for a new adminis­ 
tration effort to end the cold war 
before it develops into a hot war 
of atomic and hydrogen bombs. 
President Truman indicated to 
his weekly news conference yes­ 
terday that he still has in mind a 
possible peace mission to Moscow 
at some future date. 
Soon afterward, Chairman Tyd- 
ings (D-Md.) of the Senate armed 
services committee renewed his 
plea for Mr. Truman and Secre­ 
tary of State Acheson to call a 
world disarmament conference. 
This effort should be made, 
Tydings said, to remove from the 
minds of Russians and the other 
peoples of the world “the fearful 
and darkening threat of the possi­ 
bility of the last great war—which 
carries with it the possible extinc­ 
tion of all humankind.” 
Peace Plans Studied 
Other demands came from law­ 
makers and from citizens’ groups 
—most of them with different 
ideas but with the same objective. 
A Senate foreign relations sub­ 
committee studied the peace plan 
offered by Alexandei 
Klein of 
New York City. 
The group is 
cc n s i d e r i n g 
resolutions 
for 
strengthening the United Nations. 
Klein gave the committee an 
outline of his proposal calling for 
disarmament with 
inspection, 
a 
world government backed by an 
international 
police 
force, 
and 
finally a recovery program to ease 
economic 
pressures 
throughout 
the world. 
Tydings recalled that in the 
mid-twenties, Russia's f o r e i g n 
minister Maxim Litvinoff electri­ 
fied the world by calling for dis­ 
armament. 
“But a foolhardy western world 
more concerned with empire than 
humanity called for disarmament 
only around the fringes,” Tdyings 
said. 
That, he added, was when 
Russia began building up her own 
military might. 
Tydings argued that no peace 
proposals—including World Fed­ 
eration or Atlantic Union—would 
dc vvortiiwliile unless the big poi - 
cis agreed to lay aside their arm .

Get U. S. Arms 


Help Stepped Up To 
Curb Communism

WASHINGTON— (ZP) —Amer­ 
ican arms may soon start flowing 
to three Asiatic nations as part of 
the stepped-up administration ef­ 
fort to stop the spread of Com­ 
munism in the Far East. 
Officials said the state and de­ 
ft use departments also may rec­ 
ommend giving India a share of 
tile $75,000,000 fund which Presi­ 
dent Truman has a free hand to 
use for military purposes in the 
general area of China. 
A slice of undisclosed size al­ 
ready has been earmarked for the 
new United States of Indonesia. 
Military aid for hard-pressed In- 
do-China 
and 
for neighboring 
Thailand is reported under urgent 
>tudy. 
Together these three and India 
form a cordon whose leaders are 
believed ready to light the ad­ 
vance of Communism from China 
as long as they get U. S. backing. 
Three nations plagued by civil 
troubles—Burma, Nationalist Chi­ 
na, and Malaya—are missing from 
this ring. 
Burma, has been swept by con­ 
fused disorders since it left the I 
British fold two years ago. 
In Malaya, the British are be­ 
lieved 
to 
be gaining the upper 
hand, with the backing of loyal 
native 
Malayans, 
against 
local 
Communist bands.

Republican Inaction 
Taken As Theme

WASHINGTON—CZP)—President 
Truman is taking for his 1950 po­ 
litical line: The Republicans are 
croaking about Socialism to hide 
their own “negative inaction.” That 
brought new GOF challenges today 
for a November vote test of the 
issue. 
Mr. 
Truman 
told a glittering 
gathering of 5,300 Democrats al 
the $100 a plate Jefferson-Jack- 
son dinner here last night that the 
Republicans just sit around wait­ 
ing for the Democrats to propose 
something. 
“Then they react with an out­ 
burst of scare words,” he said. To 
the chuckling appreciation of his 
steak-fed listeners, he added: 
“They are like a cuttlefish that 
squirts out a cloud of black ink 
whenever its slumber is disturb­ 
ed.” 
Socialism Denied 
The 
president 
called for full 
speed on “our domestic programs 
for health, education, social secur­ 
ity and economic stability.” He said 
Republican charges that these in­ 
volve Socialism “is an insult to the 
intelligence 
of 
the 
American 
people.” 
“Now of course,” he said, this 
program is not Socialism. 
“It is 
based upon firm 
faith 
in 
the 
strength of free enterprise.” 
“Confronted by the great record 
of this country and the tremendous 
promise of its future, all they (the 
Republicans) do is croak ‘Social­ 
ism,’ ” he declared. 
— 
Senator Taft (R-Ohio), who took 
a leading part in framing the COP 
campaign slogan of “Liberty versus 
Socialism,” told reporters that if 
Mr. Truman doesn’t know his pro­ 
gram is Socialistic 
“he is being 
hood-winked by his ADA (Ameri­ 
cans for Democratic Action) and 
CIO-PAC 
(Political Action com­ 
mittee) supporters who have sold 
him most of its features.” 
Billed as the opening Democratic 
gun in the congressional campaign, 
the president’s speech failed to hit 
the stride he maintained 
in 
his 
whirlwind 1948 election campaign. 
Applause was frequent, but never 
uproarious.

Investigators Hunt 
Cause Of Dow Blast; 
8 Dead, 26 Injured 


MIDLAND. Mich.—(ZP)—Investi­ 
gators probed ruins of a wrecked 
Dow Chemical Co. plant 
today 
trying to learn the cause of a blast 
that killed eight workers yester­ 
day. 
Twenty-six others were hurt in 
the 
mighty, 
flaming 
explosion. 
Three are in serious condition. 
Three more workers had been 
reported missing but they later 
were accounted for—one among 
the dead and two in the lists of 
injured. 
Dow officials said the destruc­ 
tion of the company’s long build­ 
ing 414 where latex rubber paint 
was manufactured represented a 
loss of more than half a million 
dollars. 
They could give no immediate 
explanation for the explosion. 
But several workers guessed it 
might have been caused by the 
highly - inflammable 
chemicals 
used in the latex process.

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Churches Shun New 
National Front

BERLIN—(ZP)—East Germany’s | 
Catholic 
and 
Protestant 
clergy 
have been ordered by their church 
leaders to shun the new Commun­ 
ist-led “National Front.” 
Both Roman 
and 
Evangelical 
authorities issued such instructions 
in opposition to the new mass or­ 
ganization which the Communists 
two days 
ago 
announced would 
work 
for 
German 
unity 
and 
against the influence of the three 
Western allies 
Konrad Cardinal von Preysing, 
Roman Catholic bishop of Berlin, 
in an episcopal letter to all Cath­ 
olic priests in Berlin and Bran­ 
denburg 
charged 
that “freedom 
of 
belief 
and 
thought is being 
suppressed” in the Soviet zone. 
He 
said 
the Socialist Unity 
(Communist) party was trying to 
“extend an ever-increasing one- 
partv dictatorship to the whole of 
our German fatherland.” 
A directive by the Evangelical 
church to its representatives in 
Berlin and East Germany reaf­ 
firmed standing orders that “the 
church must not participate in 
any political activities and dem­ 
onstrations or any other political 
manifestations” 
in 
Soviet-occu­ 
pied territory 
Cardinal 
Von 
Preysing’s mes­ 
sage said the “working eommitt- 
tees of the so-called ‘National 
Front’ are making every effort to 
persuade the clergy to join and 
cooperae.”

Floods Oozing 


Over Louisiana 


Over 9,000 Persons 
Forced To Move

FERRIDAY, La.—(ZP)—A stream 
of refugees 
trekked to higher 
ground today as Louisiana-Missis- 
sippi floodw ater oozed over low­ 
lands. 
About 9,000 persons had moved, 
were moving or were about to 
move from an area of 2,000,000 
acres inundated by backwaters in 
east-central Louisiana and south­ 
western Mississippi. 
There were n 
reports of loss 
of life. 
State Rep. Mike Ohlen estimat­ 
ed that 20,000 head ol hogs had 
drowned and “damage will run to 
one million dollars.” 
Red Cross workers said more 
than half of 2,000 families in the 
flood area of Catahoula and Con­ 
cordia parishes (counties) of Lou­ 
isiana had been evacuated. Evac­ 
uation of 300 more families from 
the neighboring parish of Avo­ 
yelles was to begin today. 
John Russell ut Atlanta, Ga., di­ 
recting Red Cross relief, said there 
was no need at this time for mass 
feeding, but that “if it becomes 
necessary we are fully prepared 
for it.” 
Country lanes south of Ferriday 
in Concordia parish were crowded 
with a motley army of overall­ 
clad farmers and herdsmen who 
were bringing out their families, 
cattle, poultry* hound dogs, bed­ 
ding and stoves. 
One 
aged 
farmer 
grumbled, 
“They won’t let them Yankee riv­ 
ers overflow, but they don’t mind 
that same water coming down 
here and running us out and kill­ 
ing our stock.”

Real Progress M ade 
For Ending Strike 
WASHINGTON — <^> — 
President Truman today ask­ 
ed his fact-finding; board in 
the coal dispute to give him a 
personal report tomorrow. 
The White House announc­ 
ed the president’s move amid 
signs that the government 
was putting on heavy pres­ 
sure to get tile dispute wound 
up this weekend. 
David Cole, the chairman 
of Mr. Truman’s board, told 
reporters that 
government 
mediators were “shooting for 
a settlement by Monday.” 
Cole also suggested that it 
might be difficult for the 
courts to refrain from contempt 
action against the miners if their 
strike continues beyond this week. 
Court Order Defied 
The 370,000 coal diggers have 
defied 
all 
this 
week a Federal 
court’s order for them to go back 
to work. 
John L. Lewis and mine opera­ 
tors began their third successive 
day of talks and hopes were high, 
because of 
a 
secret, three-hour 
meeting held last night. 
At this session, wages and other 
contract terms were reported to 
have been discussed more realis­ 
tically than at any time In the 
past eight months of the coal con­ 
tract dispute. 
It was reported that Lewis has 
thrown on the table a 
14-point 
list of demands. He made no flat 
wage demand, it was said, but left 
this open for settlement whetl 
other points were agreed. 
Lewis also hag suggested H ilt 
the mine owners guarantee the 
miners 200 days of work a 
Cole and Cyrus Ching, fedeSfcr* 
mediation chief, 
brought about 
last night’s unscheduled talks. 
Both Cole and Ching sat In on 
the three-hour talk, which 
was 
described by one informant as • 
“real dollars and cents negotia­ 
tion” between the chief of .the 
370,000 striking mine workers and 
spokesmen for the major opera­ 
tors’ groups. 
Nevertheless there was talk Of 
a possible federal 
crackdown if 
the strike continued. Rising gov­ 
ernment impatience was reported 
at the miners’ mass defiance of 
last Saturday’s court order to go 
back to work. 
More Men Idled 
I he strike went on full scale. 
New Tork ordered coal ration­ 
ing into effect and fuel starva­ 
tion gnawed at industry. 
Steel 
mills 
cut production in 
Ohio and Pennsylvania. Elsewhere 
new I ay of is were ordered, bringing 
to more than 41,000 the number 
of men made jobless in addition 
to tile strikers. 
Reports reached the scene of ne­ 
gotiations here that a substantial 
back-to-work 
movement 
might 
take place bv Monday. Watchers 
in the coal fields saw no sign of it. 
Instead, 
in 
already 
hard-hit 
Illinois, a new strike was called. 
The 
Progressive Mine Workers, 
an independent union which has 
been digging most of the state’s 
coal for two weeks, set Tuesday 
midnight for a walkout of its 10,- 
000 members to enforce contract 
demands.

Defers Signing Of 
Water Contract 


The Escanaba city council In 
regular meeting last night tabled 
signing of a contract with Con­ 
goes Townsend and associates, for 
construction of a new filter plant 
here, until the engineering firm 
has approved 
certain changes 
made in the contract by the city 
attorney. 
Councilmen 
also 
in­ 
dicated they wished to have time 
in which to study the terms of the 
contract. 
Negotiations for 
preliminary 
surveys and plans and specifica­ 
tions have already been made 
with Consoer, Townsend and as­ 
sociates. No contract was signed 
for this work. 
Federal Loan Sought 
A. V. Aronson, city manager, 
informed the council that the fed­ 
eral loan for plans was being held 
up until the contract was signed. 
Mayor Robert LeMire stated that 
after contract changes were ap­ 
proved by the engineering firm, 
the council would probably hold a 
special meeting, so the loan would 
not be delayed longer than neces­ 
sary. 
Invitations 
to 
bid on survey, 
plans and construction of the fil­ 
ter plant were sent by the city to 
about 12 engineering firms. 
Sev­ 
en bid for the work. 
The city 
manager and city engineer in­ 
vestigated the work, capabilities 
and record of the three low’ bid­ 
ding concerns. Consoer, Town­ 
send and associates of Chicago, 
the Hubbell firm of Detroit and 
the Francis Engineering company 
of Saginaw, with a field office in 
Escanaba, were the three low bid­ 
ders. 
The Francis Engineering com­ 
pany bid $12,000 under the other 
two firms on plans and specifica­ 
tions. 
However, the city mana­ 
ger recommended Consoer, Town­ 
send and associates, because their 
firm, in his estimation, could offer 
the best filter plant for the money 
it would cost. 
The manager, at 
the time he was to recommend an 
engineering firm to the council, 
asked councilmen to wait about 
three weeks, to allow the Francis 
Engineering company to submit a 
bid. 
‘‘Through an oversight, the 
Francis 
company 
had not been 
sent an invitation to bid," Mayor 
LeMire stated at the council meet­ 
ing last night. 
“Nothing Personal” 
City Manager Aronson has stated 
ha did not hold anything personal 
against 
Robert 
Haven, 
general 
manager for the Francis Engin­ 
eering company in Escanaba, and 
that he held nothing against the 
engineering firm. He stated how­ 
ever, that the Francis engineering 
company, in its publicity bro­ 
chure, cites that it has built six 
filter plants, all in communities of 
—population of 1500 or under. 
M ^ronson declared that he did 
Tfcl wish to publicize engineering 
information given to him in con­ 
fidence. 
He stated that he still 
felt Consoer, Townsend and asso­ 
ciates would do the best job for 
the money, in Escanaba. He cited 
that safeguarding of health with a 
good filter plant which will give 
the required service over a period 
of many years was the chief ob­ 
jective in planning for the new 
filter plant 
Robert Haven, Escanaba man­ 
ager for the Francis Engineering 
company, appeared 
before 
the 
council last night. Terms of bid­

Aronson and 
member* of the 
council. 
Haven charged that the city had 
decided what engineering firm 
would be selected before invita­ 
tions to bid were sent out; that 
tile method of awarding the plan­ 
ning contract on the basis of bid 
was “out of the ordinary”, that 
councilmen knew nothing of the 
relative 
merits 
of 
engineering 
firms when they accepted the 
m a n a g e r ’ s recommendation in 
“rubber stamp fashion.” that offi­ 
cials of the Francis Engineering 
company were treated with “an 
attitude which ranged from apathy 
to open antagonism” when they 
interviewed the city manager aft­ 
er touring the filter plant here, 
and that he resented the inference 
of the city manager, at the time 
the contract was awarded, that 
other engineering firms were not 
capable of doing the job. 
Haven also stated that the size 
of the job had no bearing on the 
quality of engineering; that an 
engineer can always find “someone 
dissatisfied 
with 
work 
if he’s 
looking for it”; that he resented 
being accused of doing a poor job 
in St. Johns, Mich., a town in 
which the Francis Engineering 
company “hasn’t done a dime’s 
worth of work”; and that he re­ 
sented the implication that he had 
a planned campaign to protest the 
city’s selection of an engineering 
firm. 
In replying to charges made by 
Haven, City 
Manager Aronson 
pointed out that he had stated he 
had found nothing wrong with the 
Francis Engineering company at 
the time the contract was awarded 
to Consoer, Townsend and asso­ 
ciates, and that he realized at the 
time that decency and ethics re­ 
quired such a statement be made 
to clear up any misunderstanding. 
“In my capacity as city man­ 
ager, I make many recommenda­ 
tions to the city council,” Aron­ 
son said. “They are not engineers 
and such 
recommendations 
are 
necessary,” The city manager also 
explained that certain communi­ 
cations in the 
Escanaba 
Daily 
Press had not been answered be­ 
cause once city officials begin an­ 
swering letters in the newspapers, 
they are deluged 
with 
letters 
which have to be answered and 
are not able to devote full time to 
their work. He also stated 
that 
the m atter was 
distasteful 
and 
that he did not want to “hurt any 
organization.” 
Ontonagon Project 
Councilman 
Nevin 
Reynolds 
asked Haven if the city of Onton­ 
agon was satisfied with the work 
done by the Francis Engineering 
company at the council meeting 
last night. Haven replied that he 
had no knowledge of dissatisfac­ 
tion with the Francis company in 
Ontonagon. 
Reynolds stated that he and the 
city manager had talked with of­ 
ficials in Ontonagon on a double 
telephone hook-up and that he 
knew they were not satisfied, and 
were ready to dispense with the 
services for the engineering com­ 
pany. 
In rplying to Haven’s statement 
that engineering 
firms 
usually 
are not asked to bid on plans and 
surveys, Aronson and city coun­ 
cilmen noted that the city charter 
specifies all expenditures of more 
than $1,000 must be made through 
bids sent to the council. 
Aronson declared that the state­ 
ment that the engineering 
firm 
had been selected before bid in­ 
vitations were mailed was “en­ 
tirely wrong, and that 
he 
had 
asked the council to delay award­ 
ing of the filter plant contract un­ 
til the Francis Engineering com­ 
pany had been considered. 


The city manager pointed out 
that the low bidder on a job is not 
always the one who will give the 
cheapest and best service in the 
long run and that the Francis En­ 
gineering company had not built 
one filter plant of the type needed 
in Escanaba. 
In discussing the low bid of the 
Francis engineering company on 
plans and specifications, about one 
and a hall per cent of the total 
cost as contrasted with an average 
of three and a half per cent for 
other 
engineering 
firms. Haven 
stated his firm could make that 
offer 
because 
they can handle 
field work from their Escanaba 
office. 
Aronson said he knew nothing of 
j work done by Francis Engineering 
! company in St. Johns, Mich., and 
I that it had not entered into his 
consideration. He did state how­ 
ever that he had enough informa­ 
tion about all the engineering 
firms 
which 
submitted bids to 
convince him he had made the 
right recommendation. 
No “Rubber Stamp” 
Councilmen explained that they 
had accepted the city manager s 
recommendation because it is nec­ 
essary that an engineer make an 
exhaustive 
study 
and make re­ 
ports on firms to the council. It 
is standard council-city manager 
procedure, 
and was not done in 
“rubber stamp fashion,” Mayor 
LeMire pointed out. 
In replying to Haven’s charge 
that officials of his company had 
not 
been 
treated 
with respect, 
Aronson stated 
that he had not 
treated them with disrespect, and 
that he had not treated any engi­ 
neers in the manner mentioned by 
Haven. 
Every department head was told 
to give Francis Engineering offi­ 
cials 
all 
information 
and facts 
which they needed when survey­ 
ing the water system here,” Aron­ 
son said. 
Aronson stated the city is in­ 
terested in filter plant work per­ 
formed by engineering firms, not 
sewage treatment or other 
type 
plants. He informed the council of 
filter plant jobs executed by the 
engineering firm and pointed out 
that all were in small communi­ 
ties. Consoer, Townsend and As­ 
sociates, he said, are now build­ 
ing three large plants in Michigan, 
in Benton Harbor, Grand Rapids 
and Grand Haven. 
Francis En­ 
gineering company has only 
one 
job for a filter plant in Michigan, 
in Saginaw county for $400,000. 
Haven announced that his pro­ 
posal on construction of the filter 
plant was still good. He said he 
was IOO per cent in favor of a new' 
filter plant for Escanaba and would 
be willing to do anything he could 
to help. 
Following the discussion, Myron 
Legg and Ted Levelle 
appeared 
before the council asking that the 
city manager answer communica­ 
tions in the Escanaba Daily Press, 
so that 
“taxpayers would know 
what the real facts are and thus be 
able to vote favorably on the wa­ 
ter bond proposal in the spring 
election.” 
The matter was brought before 
the council by Mayor Robert E. 
LeMire, because, Mayor LeMire 
said, he had received telephone 
calls from persons “close to Hav­ 
en” who had charged that “some­ 
thing was wrong in the city hall.” 
Mayor LeMire cited that allega­ 
tions of bribe and such are seri­ 
ous charges. 
Haven stated at the meeting that 
he did not know who wrote the 
communications which appeared 
in the Escanaba Daily Press and 
that he is not sponsoring the pro­ 
test program.

Contracts for construc­ 
tion and supervision of construc­ 
tion have not been awarded. 
Prior to considering a new filter 
plant, the council negotiated with 
the Ranney Well company to de­ 
termine if well collectors could 
be used instead of a filter plant. 
However, the Ranney company, 
after making surveys of ground 
water in the city, was not able to 
guarantee the output required by 
the city. The council then decided 
rot to use well collectors and be­ 
gan considering a 
filter 
plant. 
Well collectors would have cost 
about a fourth of the cost of a fil­ 
ter plant. 
During discussion of the bond 
issue, Councilman 
Peter 
Logan 
said that several years ago a plan 
to build a filter plant on the north 
shore,* which would 
have 
been 
operated by steam, was defeated 
by “se’fish interests.” It was only 
after that, the councilman stated, 
that the city council of those 
years voted for the wells.

Deposed Professor 
Faces Deportation 
E 
DWARD V. SITTLER, the deposed pro­ 
fessor at Michigan Tech, has been or­ 
dered deported to Germany by the immi­ 
gration service and he has indicated that 
be will fight the deportation order1. 
Siltier renounced American citizenship 
before the war to go to Germany and work 
for the Nazi government He was returned 
to the United States a year or so ago to 
testify in a treason trial in Washington and 
after his court appearance, he neglected to 
return to Germany but sought and received 
appointment as a professor of German at 
the Houghton college. 
When the case came to the attention of 
Rep. John Bennett, of the 12th Michigan 
district, 
the congressman demanded that 
Siltier be fired by the college. Sutler was 
fired by the college board, which indicated 
that it did not have complete information 
of Sutler’s background when the board hir­ 
ed the former Nazi 
Later, st Bennett’s insistence, the immi­ 
gration service conducted 
a 
deportation 
hearing in Sittler’s case and this week the 
Immigration service announced its order of 
deportation. It is this order that Sutler has 
Indicated he will oppose. 
Just why Sutler can honestly believe that 
ha is being mistreated by the United States 
government is difficult to comprehend. He 
possessed American citizenship by virtue 
of his American birth but renounced all 
that when the clouds of war were forming 
in Europe. He chose to take sides with the 
Nazi enemies of this country and he lost 
when Hitler lost the war. 
Sutler was a witness at the treason trials, 
rather than a defendant, only because he 
had taken the precaution to renounce Am­ 
erican citizenship when he went to work 
for the Nazis in Germany. That was his 
choice then. Certainly he is not the kind 
of a man who deserves a second chance at 
American citisenship.

Court Defends 
^Press Freedom 
spHE right of newspapers to publish full 
^ information about crime* has been be­ 
fore the courts on numerous occasions and 
Invariably the courts have upheld this 
right 
The 
latest such case occurred in 
Minneapolis where Judge John A. Weeks of 
Die Hennepin county court ruled this week 
that newspapers not only have the 
right 
but the duty to present their readers with 
full accounts of crime happenings. 
The case involved a night club manager 
who was accused of shooting a labor lead­ 
er in 1945. The defendant fled during the 
trial and was convicted in absentia. After 
capture he served three years of a life sen­ 
tence when the supreme court granted him 
rn new trial. He petitioned for a change in 
venue for the retrial, contending the case 
had received so much publicity 
that he 
could not get a fair trial in 
Minneapolis. 
The judge granted the change of venue but 
In doing so, he upheld 
the 
newspapers’ 
right to publish full information 
about 
crimes. 
The pertinent parts of the judge’s opin­ 
ion fellow: 
‘‘The public is entitled to receive such 
news (crime news) and attempts by courts 
through contempt powers to gag and censor 
it are harsh and unjustifiable and probably 
unconstitutional. 
“Such measures are not consistent with 
true democratic principles which function 
best with a fully informed public. 
Occa­ 
sionally abnormal situations will develop 
where the exercise of freedom of the press 
will operate in a particular locality to de­ 
prive a person charged with a crime of a 
trial by a fair end impartial jury. 
“Where 
such 
abnormal circumstances 
prevail, the defendant has only two alter­ 
natives, to waive a trial by jury, or to ask 
for a change of venue to another court.” 


Time For Heal 
Statesmanship 
A T long last the Senate Judiciary commit- 
** 
tee has come forth with a displaced 
persons 
bill. 
In the light of Committee 
Chairman McCarran’s distaste for any lib­ 
eralizing of the DP law, this action can 
only be hailed as a 
triumph 
of 
public 
opinion. 
To be sure, the committee measure is not 
nearly so generous as the one adopted last 
year by the house. The senate bill would al­ 
low entry of 330,000 DP’s, as against the 
existing limit of 205,000. The house pro­ 
posal sets the ceiling at 344,000. 
Moreover, 
the senate plan embodies a 
wide range of restrictive clauses which are 
absent from the house bill. These appar­ 
ently are the price McCarran 
demanded 
for letting the measure get to the senate 
floor. 
But there is nothing at all to prevent the 
senate from rewriting the bill to conform 
to the fairer standards fixed by the house. 
Here’s a chance for statesmanship to score 
a healthy beat over narrow obstructionism.

WASHINGTON—While few Americans 
are aware of it. this nation has signed a 
pledge to maintain full employment. That 
pledge 
is 
contained 
in 
Articles 55 and 56 of the 
United Nations Charter. 
All the signers of the 
charter agree to promote 
full employment, higher 
standards of living and 
‘‘conditions 
of 
economic 
and social progress.” They 
pledged themselves to do 
this by taking ‘‘joint and 
separate action in co-op­ 
eration with the United 
Nations.” 
What points this up today is a U. N. re­ 
port almost totally ignored in this country 
with the title, “National and International 
Measures For Full Employment.” That re­ 
port, prepared by five distinguished eco­ 
nomists, two of them Americans, 
warns 
that conditions w’hich could lead to a world­ 
wide depression like that 
of 
the 
early 
’thirties exist today. 
The report declares 
that there can be no real and lasting pros­ 
perity so long as there is a major unbal­ 
ance between American and dollar-starved 
Europe and Asia. The five economists say: 
“In recent months, it appears that the 
decline in activity in the United States has 
been arrested. 
Industrial production and 
employment have both turned upward. We 
shall not attempt to predict the course of 
events over the next few months but the 
essential fact remains that the internation­ 
al scene is clouded with uncertainty con­ 
cerning levels of economic activity and em­ 
ployment in major industrial countries of 
the world. That uncertainty can be removed 
only if governments can assure the world 
that they are in a position to deal with a 
recession if it occurs.” 
“INTELLECTUAL BOMB” 
This is in marked contrast to the glowing 
rhetoric about the future of America’s eco­ 
nomy produced by the President’s Council 
of Economic Advisers at the first of the 
year. 
The conservative London Observer 
called the U. N .report 
“an 
intellectual 
atomic bomb.” 
One of the first effects of the depression 
that began with the stock market crash of 
1929 was that each country immediately 
began to try to export its unemployment. 
That is to say tariff barriers were raised to 
keep out competing foreign goods while 
nations tried to dump their own products at 
low prices. Here at home Herbert Hoover 
signed the disastrous Smoot-Hawley tariff 
act even though he was privately opposed 
to it. 
The U. N. report contains recommenda­ 
tions intended to prevent that from hap­ 
pening in a future crisis. The chief pro­ 
posal is for a compensatory system 
that 
would, theoretically at least, operate even 
in a relatively mild recession such as oc­ 
curred in this country last year. 
In elementary terms, here is how it would 
work in relation to the 1949 recession. That 
recession caused a sharp decline in the vol­ 
ume of imports coming into this country 
while at the same time the level of exports 
remained high. Under the system proposed 
in the U. N. report, the United States would 
have had to deposit with the World Bank 
American currency equivalent to the drop 
in imports as measured against the continu­ 
ing high levels of exports. Then the coun­ 
tries hurt by the fact that this country had 
shut off their goods would be privileged to 
go to the World Bank and with their cur­ 
rencies buy the U. S. dollars. With those 
dollars they could then get the commodities 
forcing expansion of school building that they needed in the world market, 
almost everywhere lags behind need.

wartime excise taxes has proposed to 
congress a tax reduction

The committee has proposed complete 
elimination of the 2 0% retail sales taxes 
on Jewelry, furs, luggage and toilet pre­ 
parations. Also, it has proposed a cut in 
th* 20% movie admission tax to 10% and 
the elimination or reduction of many other 
fcxcise levies, such as passenger travel tick­ 
ets, long distance telephone charges, etc. 
Erie Johnston, president of the Motion 
Picture Producers of America, a leader in 
the committee to repeal the excise taxes, 
assailed the suggestion of President Tru­ 
man that excise tax repeal must be condi­ 
tioned upon congress making up the reve­

The Washington 
Merry-Go-Round 


BY DREW PEARSON 
WASHINGTON—At his weekly cabinet 
luncheon, shortly after news of the Lon­ 
don atom-secrets leak, President Truman 
told his official 
family 
that he had never been so 
alarmed over the inter­ 
national situation. 
Not only was he alarm­ 
ed 
regarding 
leaks 
to 
Russia, 
he said, 
but it 
now appeared that Rus­ 
sian war production had 
advanced 
much 
further 
than our intelligence in­ 
formation had any previ­ 
ous idea of. 
All this has resulted in a decision by the 
president and the secretary of state to write 
a new blueprint of foreign policy. This will 
include a revision of the American de­ 
fense problem—based on the assumption 
that Russia possesses all our atomic and 
hydrogen secrets—and will probably re­ 
sult in upping the budget. 
Meanwhile, here is an over-all picture 
of what the U. S. A. faces on the two most 
important but widely separated fronts of 
the cold war. 
REVOLT IN BALKANS 
1. 
Eastern Europe—Developments here 
are highly encouraging. They are so en­ 
couraging that President Truman’s 
long 
face may not be entirely justified. 
In 
Bulgaria, 
long considered a Soviet 
stronghold, unrest is so rampant that civil 
war prevails outside the big cities. It began 
when farmers staged a sit-down against 
Communist demands, refused 
to 
plant 
grain and concealed their quotas supposed 
to be turned over 
to 
the 
government. 
When troops moved in to seize the grain, 
they were met by gunfire, with the result 
that hundreds of 
peasants 
have 
fled 
through heavy snow to the mountains or to 
Turkey, and police have burned down sev­ 
eral villages to catch guerrillas. Two Bul­ 
garian soldiers, recently fleeing to Turkey, 
reported: 
“Living 
conditions 
are beyond endur­ 
ance. 
The 
Russian officers training the 
army treat us like enemies. Hundreds of 
soldiers are plotting to escape. When the 
weather gets better, there will be many 
Bulgarian soldiers surrendering to you.” 
In Albania, Communist forces are having 
such difficulty that a pro-western 
revolt 
appears certain. If this is successful it will 
be a bad blow for the Russians because 
J they had counted on Albania as their one 
outlet on the Mediterranean. In fact, they 
have already built up the Saseno islands 
in the Adriatic as a powerful 
submarine 
base, now harboring the Italian warships 
given Russia under the peace treaty. 
Along the Hungarian-Yugoslav border 
the situation remains tense with the Red 
army turning powerful floodlights on Yu­ 
goslav defense positions every few days in 
the war of nerves. Twice Hungarian-Rus- 
sian patrols have crossed into Yugoslav ter­ 
ritory and been captured. They were per­ 
mitted to return across the line after an 
operation producing sterility. 
Because of desertions to Turkey and Yu­ 
goslavia, information 
from 
southeastern 
satellites is fairly accurate and so discour­ 
aging to the Communist cause that this 
jmay be one reason why Moscow is concen­ 
trating on the Orient.

WESTERN HEADACHES 
2. The Far East—Here it looks as if the 
United States was in for bigger and worse 
headaches. Here the brazen imperialism of 
Great Britain, France and the Dutch, prac­ 
ticed for more than a century, 
provides 
the most fertile possible field for Commun­ 
ism, and Moscow is making the most of it. 
And unfortunately, the United States, which 
has a good anti-imperialistic record in the 
Philippines, is now tied by alliances to the 
imperialistic policies of our allies. Our sup­ 
port of the British in Hong Kong, of French 
mismanagement in Indo-China, of Dutch 
stupidity in Indonesia, plays directly into 
the hands of the Communists. 
Aeheson’s Decision—All this was why

I southward march of communism. 
French Indo-China was selected as the 
1 battlefield. If the Russians get below Indo­ 
china, it was decided the rest of Asia will

This would mean 
another half billion people under the Red 
flag and the most disastrous defeat for the 
U. S. A. in recent history.

it takes time. To make sure that 
the new coat is ready by Thanks­ 
giving, a mink starts working on it 
early in August. The summer coat 
starts to look dusty, and the hair 
starts to loosen at various points. 
From then on deterioration of 
the old medel takes place 
in 
IO 
stages, the fur loosening here and 
there 
according 
to 
a 
definite 
schedule. While this is going 
on, 
and about a month after molting 
began, new fur starts growing in 
toward the end of the tail, which 
by the end of September is fully 
furred. 
Somewhere between Nov. 12 and 
25 the new coat is completed, just 
in time for the chilly winter. The 
mink then has the pelt which 
is 
prime for the fur trade. The sec­ 
ond coat, which it grows by a 
similar molting process 
between 
April and July, is lighter in color 
and less dense than 
the 
winter 
coat, and therefore less desirable 
commercially. 
The details of the ten-step molt­ 
ing process were observed by two 
scientists of the U. S. Fur Animal 
Experiment 
Station 
here, 
Drs. 
Charles F. Bassett and Leonard M. 
Llewellyn. They have just publish­ 
ed a report of their findings in the 
American Midland Naturalist. Dr. 
Llewellyn is now with the U. S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service.

Steel Making 
Is Speeded Up 


New Process Takes 
Only 12 Minutes 


By ALTON L. BLAKESLEE 
(/Pl Science Reporter 
NEW YORK—‘(A*)—A new pro­ 
cess makes high-quality steel in 
12 minutes, without using 
fuel, 
two scientists reported today. 
The steel is equal in quality to 
open-hearth steel, they said. But 
it takes eight to 12 hours to make 
a batch 
of 
open-hearth 
steel, 
cooking it in a fire of fuel oil, or 
some form of gas. 
The new method is called the 
turbo-hearth, shaped like a g ia n t 
steel coffee-maker. 
Molten 
pig 
iron from the blast 
furnace 
is 
poured in. Blasts of air are shot 
in from the side, to blow over the 
molten iron. 
The pig iron cooks itself to be­ 
come steel. Carbon and other im­ 
purities in the pig iron supply the 
heat as they burn or oxiciize in 
the air stream. 
The turbo-hearth was described 
to the American Institute of Min­ 
ing and Metallurgical 
Engineers 
by C. E. Sims, assistant director of 
Batelle Memorial Institute, Col­ 
umbus, Ohio, and 
F. L. Toy 
of 
Carnegie-1 llinois Steel Corp., lar­ 
gest subsidiary of U. S. Steel Corp. 
A 30-ton 
turbo-hearth 
could 
make at least 60 tons of steel an 
hour, or 480 tons in an eight-hour 
day, they said. 
This 
would 
be 
double or triple the production in 
a working day from a 150 or 225 
ton open-hearth. 
The turbo-hearth Is 
easier 
to 
build. And steel production could 
be fitted 
flexibly 
to 
demands. 
More hearths could be used when 
demand was high, fewer when de­ 
mand fell off. 
Such advantages, plus savings 
in fuel, might reduce 
costs 
ut 
some steels.

Soo Line Gets 
Big Snow Plow 


Rotary Giant Makes 
Cut Of 12 Feet 


One 
of 
the largest and most 
powerful Rotary snow plows ever 
built has just gone into service on 
the Soo Line. It will work to pre­ 
vent accumulation of deep snow 
drifts on lines in North Dakota 
and Western Minnesota. This huge 
snow fighting machine was built 
by the Lima Locomotive Works 
and cost the Soo Line $139,550. The 
overall length is nearly 90 feet and 
the weight of tender and plow is 
244 tons. 
The width of the cut, to be made 
by the rotary wheel is 12 feet 
Height of the plow from the tracks 
is 16 feet 2 inches. Power for the 
wheel is supplied by two vertical 
three-cylinder steam engines, pro­ 
ducing a total of about 1500 H.P. 
Fuel oil is used. The tender car­ 
ries 4,000 gallons of fuel and 10,000 
gallons of water.

Polio-Shortened 
Leg Made To Grow 


NEW YORK—A child’* polio- 
shortened leg may be stimulated 
to grow by a nerve-cutting oper­ 
ation, Drs. John A. Reidy, Thom­ 
as F. Broderick, Jr., and Joseph 
F. Barr of Boston reported at the 
meeting here of 
the 
American 
Academy of Orthopaedic Sur­ 
geons. 
The operation consists in re­ 
moving a mass of nerve cells, 
called a ganglion, along the spin­ 
al cord on the side of the short 
leg. One result of such an opera­ 
tion on the sympathetic nervou* 
system is that the blood flow to 
the legs is increased strikingly. 
Polio-shortened 
legs 
seem to 
have less blood supply than nor­ 
mal. Theoretically, therefore, the 
nerve-cutting 
operation 
should 
stimulate the growth of the short 
leg by increasing 
its 
supply of 
blood. Although 
there has not 
been much experim ental work to 
support this theory, definite evi­ 
dence of growth stimulation has 
been seen in patients who Have 
had the operation.
